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COOPERATIVE ECONOMIC INSECT REPORT 


HIGHLIGHTS 


CORN EARWORM heavy on alfalfa in 3 Oklahoma counties and causing damage to 
soybeans in areas of Maryland, Virginia and South Carolina. Heaviest GREEN 
CLOVERWORM populations of season in Oklahoma observed damaging alfalfa in Carter 
and Bryan Counties; also numerous in soybeans in areas of South Carolina. LESSER 
CORNSTALK BORER heavy on peanuts in Hill County, Texas. (p. 1049). SPOTTED 
ALFALFA APHID continues numerous in Arkansas Valley of Colorado and light to 
moderately heavy populations noted on alfalfa in Roosevelt, Eddy and Chaves 
Counties, New Mexico. Moderate buildup noted in Jackson County, southwest 
Oklahoma, and noneconomic numbers now present in south central Indiana. 

(pp. 1049-1050). Soybeans being damaged by MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE in parts of 
South Carolina and Virginia, and BEAN LEAF BEETLE in Maryland and Virginia. 

(p. 1050). EUROPEAN CORN BORER causing considerable damage to corn in south= 
eastern South Dakota, and CORN ROOTWORM adults remain active in South Dakota, 
Nebraska and Wyoming. (p. 1051). 


Two APHIDS extremely heavy on pecan trees throughout Mesilla Valley of New 
Mexico; treatments sometimes necessary. (p. 1053). CITRUS RUST MITE above 
average on fruit and below average on leaves on Florida citrus; unusual diver- 
gent trend. BLACK SCALE remains above normal level on citrus in Florida. 

(pp. 1053-1054). 


Moderate to heavy GREENHOUSE WHITEFLY populations found on field-grown squash 
in northern Ohio. (p. 1055). 


COTTON APHID heavy and becoming a serious problem in Dona Ana County, New 
Mexico, cotton; many growers treating. BOLLWORMS continue damaging to cotton 
in Arizona, New Mexico and Oklahoma, and SPIDER MITES causing concern in many 
cotton fields in several parts of Arizona. (p. 1056). 


BARK BEETLE outbreak reported in parts of North and South Carolina, and 
increasing populations reported in Virginia. WHITE-PINE WEEVIL damage appears 
heavier than normal over entire New England area, and degrees of damage reported 
in Pennsylvania, Maryland, Virginia and West Virginia. A PINE LOOPER (Lambdina 
athasaria pelluscidaria) expected to cause defoliation of pitch pine in large 
areas of Cape Cod, Massachusetts, and SPRUCE BUDWORM caused heavy defoliation 
of spruce and balsam fir in large areas of Aroostook County, Maine. Mn OsMin 
Extremely heavy populations of FALL WEBWORM observed on wild cherry and black 
walnut trees in Columbiana and Jefferson Counties, Ohio, and species occurs 
widely over Pennsylvania. GYPSY MOTH defoliation in New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts reported. (p. 1058). Infestation of a LEAF MINING WEEVIL 
(Prionomerus calceatus) reported heavy on yellow-poplar in extensive areas of 
southeastern and central Kentucky. (p. 1059). 


General buildup of HORN FLY noted in Oklahoma, and FACE FLY remains active and 
annoying to livestock in Goshen County, Wyoming. (p. 1061).

AZALEA WHITEFLY recorded on’azalea in Lee County, North Carolina. (p. 1060). 
New county records reported were SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER in Scott County,

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WEATHER OF THE WEEK ENDING SEPTEMBER 24 


Though autumn did not officially begin until the 23d, cool air over the eastern 
half of the Nation gave every indication that the weather was a jump ahead of 
the calendar. Temperatures east of a line from Williston, North Dakota, to 
Lake Charles, Louisiana, were cool all week, and averages ranged to 12° below 
seasonal in the upper Ohio River Valley. From Nebraska to North Carolina and 
northward, frost and freezing were not uncommon and many new low marks were 
set. A 31° minimum at Columbus, Ohio, on the 21st, tied the low for all 
Septembers there, and a low of 27° at Portland, Maine, on the 22d, was the 
lowest ever so early in the season. 


Over Texas and the Far West, temperatures averaged normal or above, with two 
stations in western Oregon logging their warmest days of the year to date. 
Weekly averages up to 10° above normal were recorded in the Pacific Northwest 
and Idaho. Daily maxima were near record levels in Arizona and 90° highs were 
observed up into Idaho early in the period. After Tuesday, freezing lows were 
observed daily over northwest Nevada and most of the higher elevations of the 
Rockies. 


In the Far West, no precipitation was reported from Nevada and the West Coast 
States, though amounts for the week, exceeding 1 inch, fell in Wyoming and lower 
Rocky Mountain region. Moist air entered Arizona from tropical storm Claudia 
Saturday, bringing cloudy skies, light rain and lower temperatures to that 
State. Over the Great Plains and Mississippi Valley, little precipitation was 
recorded except in a heavy band from northwest Arkansas to north central Kansas, 
and in southeast Texas, where totals were over 2 inches. Much of eastern Kansas 
had amounts over 2 inches, and 6—inch amounts were recorded locally. Joplin, 
Missouri, had 5.70 inches for the week, of which 4.14 inches fell in 6 hours. 


The only Significant precipitation to fall east of the Mississippi was in the 

East Coast States, especially Florida. Much of the northern areas of New England 
and New York had over 1 inch for the week, with some 4-inch totals in central New 
Hampshire, Like amounts covered eastern areas of Virginia and North Carolina. 
Florida, however, had abnormally heavy rains over the southern Peninsula on the 
20th-21st when 48=—hour totals ranged 10-12 inches between Bradenton and Naples 

on the Gulf coast. An unofficial total of 15 inches was reported from the Sarasota 
area and there was considerable local flooding in the southwest coastal sections. 


Damaging stormsstruck in Texas, and a tornado at Palacios, Texas, damaged several 
houses on the 17th. Another vigorous storm hit Abilene, Kansas, causing consider- 
able damage the following day. On the 19th, hail caused some damage to grapes 

and apples near Grand Rapids, Michigan. (Summary supplied by U. S. Weather 
Bureau). 
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CEREAL AND FORAGE INSECTS 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis zea) - MARYLAND - Moderate to heavy pod injury occurring 
in some soybean fields below 5 acres in Caroline and Dorchester Counties. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Several counties surveyed past two weeks show from trace 
to 50 percent damage to soybeans. About 25 airplanes treating. (Boush, Matheny, 
Sept. 13). Very light on soybeans on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Increasing on soybeans in Horry, Edgefield, Allendale, Barnwell, 
Hampton, Orangeburg and Jasper Counties. Some treatments applied. (Nettles et 
al.). ARKANSAS - Infestations in grain sorghum declining; open type heads less 
affected than tight, close type heads. Infestations in soybeans continue to 
decline, with very few infestations remaining in State. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 
OKLAHOMA —- Heavy in alfalfa checked in Bryan, Murray and Carter Counties, 40-75 
per 10 sweeps. Lighter in Garvin County, south central area, and Jackson County, 
southwest area. Light, scattered infestations continue in late grain sorghum 

in south central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). KANSAS - Late sweet corn in Doniphan 
County, northeast area, 100 percent infested with 1-3 larvae per ear. (Eshbaugh, 
Sept. 8). NEW MEXICO - Field corn in Curry County almost 100 percent infested; 
damage especially severe in some fields. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OREGON - Caused 
only slight damage this season in Ontario area. (Bond). 


GREEN CLOVERWORM (Plathypena scabra) - OKLAHOMA - Heaviest populations of season 
observed damaging alfalfa in Carter and Bryan Counties, 50-125 per 10 sweeps. 
Lighter counts noted in Murray County (25-30 per 10 sweeps) and in Garvin County 
(8-10 per 10 sweeps). Light infestations observed in soybeans in these areas. 
Adult activity light to moderate in alfalfa. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Light in Turner County alfalfa; averaged 1 per 10 sweeps. (Hintz). DELAWARE - 
Counts average 7 per 10 sweeps in alfalfa in Kent County. (Burbutis). SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Numerous in soybeans in Barnwell and Hampton Counties. (Nettles et 
al.). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - TEXAS - Heavy infestations 
on peanuts in Hill County require chemical controls. (McKay). SOUTH CAROLINA - 
Continues to cause some damage to late-planted soybeans in Orangeburg-Savannah 
Valley District. (Nettles et al.). 


VELVETBEAN CATERPILLAR (Anticarsia gemmatalis) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Present and 
increasing on soybeans in Allendale, Barnwell and Jasper Counties. (Nettles et 
Bal.) 


ALFALFA CATERPILLAR (Colias eurytheme) - NEW MEXICO - Average per 25 sweeps in 
alfalfa 2-5 in Curry County and 12-20 in Roosevelt County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


WESTERN YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia praefica) - OREGON - Caused damage to 
alfalfa in Malheur County, particularly in margins of fields. (Bond). 


YELLOW-STRIPED ARMYWORM (Prodenia ornithogalli) - OKLAHOMA - Moderate popula- 
tions, 20-40 per 10 sweeps, present in alfalfa in Murray, Bryan and Carter 
Counties, south central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - SOUTH CAROLINA - Causing damage to soybeans 
in Hampton and Orangeburg Counties. (Nettles et al.). 


SPOTTED ALFALFA APHID (Therioaphis maculata) - INDIANA - Noneconomic populations 
found in Harrison, Floyd and Jefferson Counties, south central area. Counts 
ranged 1-12 per 25 sweeps. Winged adults collected in Harrison and Floyd 
Counties. (Matthew). SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts on alfalfa in Turner County 12 per 
100 sweeps; 10 percent alates. Turner County is farthest east that aphid has 
been found in State this year. (Hintz). NEBRASKA - Counts about 30 per 10 
Sweeps in Howard County. (Calkins). COLORADO - Continues numerous in Arkansas 
Valley on alfalfa; counts 1,000-4,500 per 100 sweeps in older stands and 10-20 
per 10 seedlings in new plantings. New stands of nonresistant alfalfa can be 
destroyed by these populations. (Schweissing). KANSAS - Counts in alfalfa in 
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southeast averaged less than 5 per sweep. (Peters). OKLAHOMA - Moderate popula- 
tion buildup observed in Jackson County, southwest area (550-600 per 10 sweeps). 
Only very light numbers present in fields checked in south central area. (Okla. 
Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Light to moderately heavy infestations in several 
fields of alfalfa in Roosevelt, Eddy and Chaves Counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 
OREGON - None found in Malheur County alfalfa during mid-September. (Goeden). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - OREGON —- Populations considerably reduced in 
Malheur County alfalfa; 2-3 per sweep. Populations equally low in Willamette 
Valley and in Jackson County. (Goeden, Capizzi). UTAH - Increasing on alfalfa 
in Logan area, Cache County. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Averaged 150 per 100 sweeps 
in Goshen County alfalfa. (Fullerton). SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts on alfalfa in 
Turner County 75-100 per 10 sweeps. (Hintz). 


STINK BUGS (undetermined) - NORTH CAROLINA - Averaged 5 adults and 11.7 nymphs 
per 50 feet of row in soybeans in Jones, Pamlico, Beaufort, Hyde, Tyrrell and 
Washington Counties. Counts obtained by shaking plants over a board laid between 
rows. (Mount). SOUTH CAROLINA - Present on soybeans in number of localities. 
Threatening in Allendale County. (Nettles et al.). ARKANSAS - Increasing on 
soybeans. Some fields have infestations well above what is considered the 
economic level in Arkansas — one to three feet of row. Nymphs outnumber 

adults. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - OREGON - Plentiful in Malheur County alfalfa; 8-10 per 

sweep, with nymphs predominating. (Goeden). UTAH - Continue numerous in northern 
area alfalfa. (Knowlton). WYOMING - Adults averaged 40 per 100 sweeps in Goshen 

County alfalfa. (Fullerton). ARIZONA - Continue active in many fields of alfalfa 
in lower elevations. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - Remain static in Roosevelt 

County and Curry County alfalfa; average per 25 sweeps 12-15 in Curry County and 
9-15 in Roosevelt County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


TARNISHED PLANT BUG (Lygus lineolaris) - OHIO - Abundant in Carroll, Tuscarawas, 
Harrison and Stark Counties; 35-40 per 50 sweeps. (Lyon). 


ALFALFA PLANT BUG (Adelphocoris lineolatus) - WYOMING - Adults averaged 18 per 
100 sweeps in Goshen County alfalfa. (Fullerton). SOUTH DAKOTA = This species 
and Lygus sp. averaged 5 per 10 sweeps in Turner County alfalfa. (Hintz). 


PLANT BUGS —- NEBRASKA —- Lygus sp., Adelphocoris rapidus and A. lineolatus light 
in legumes in eastern area. (Bergman). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - NEW MEXICO - Relatively 
light on alfalfa in Curry and Roosevelt Counties; averaged 2-4 per 25 sweeps. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Light, scattered populations (nymphs and adults) 
noted in alfalfa checked in south central area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A WHITEFLY (Trialeurodes sp.) - MARYLAND —- All stages abundant on soybeans, 
particularly lower leaves, in Federalsburg area, Caroline County. (U. Md., Ent. 


Dept.). 


MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE (Epilachna varivestis) - VIRGINIA - Severe, spotted infesta- 
tions of soybeans observed during past 2 weeks. (Boush, Matheny, Sept. 13). 
Caused more damage to soybeans on Eastern Shore than any other pest, but infes- 
tations localized; approximately 250 acres defoliated..(Hofmaster). SOUTH 
CAROLINA - Present on soybeans in number of counties. (Nettles et al.). 


BEAN LEAF BEETLE (Cerotoma trifurcata) - MARYLAND - Adults caused moderate 
foliage injury to soybeans in Talbot, Caroline and Dorchester Counties. (U. Md., 
Ent. Dept.). VIRGINIA - Damaged field of soybeans in Accomack County. (Hofmaster). 


ALFALFA WEEVIL (Hypera postica) - VIRGINIA - Adults caused marginal leaf and 
stem damage to alfalfa in Bath County and present in Montgomery County. (Bishop). 
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STRIPED FLEA BEETLE (Phyllotreta striolata) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Averaged 7 per 10 
“sweeps in Turner County alfalfa. (Hintz). 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Ostrinia nubilalis) - SOUTH DAKOTA - Counts high and consider- 
able damage noted to corn in southeastern area. Larvae ranged 0-1,100 and averaged 
250-300 per 100 plants. Several fields in Turner and Lake Counties had one-tenth 
to one-fifth of plants broken off below ear. (Hintz). ARKANSAS —- Found in grain 
sorghum in Pope County, west central area. Larvae bored into stem near bottom of 
head. Infestations light. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Zeadiatraea grandiosella) - KANSAS - Fifty corn plants 
examined in experimental plots in Stafford County, south central area, and 92 
percent found infested; 10-20 percent of plants lodged. (Painter). MISSOURI - 
Found in all fields checked in Dunklin and Pemiscot Counties. Collected for 
first time in Scott County. (Munson, Keaster). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphygma frugiperda) - TEXAS - Continues a problem on pastures 

and lawns in many eastern counties. Latest reports from Denton, Harris, Brazos 
and Bee Counties. (Turney, Garner, Futrell, Newton). OKLAHOMA —- Light in alfalfa 
in Jackson County, southwest. Also reported in oats in Le Flore County, east 
central area, Virtually 100 percent infestation of late-planted grain sorghum 
field in Pauls Valley area, south central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SOD WEBWORMS (Crambus spp.) - KANSAS - Reports received and personal observations 
indicate that webworms are major pest of lawns in eastern area this year. Adults 
active, indicating that another generation starting. (Eshbaugh, Gates, Thompson, 
Peters). 


CORN ROOTWORMS (Diabrotica spp.) - SOUTH DAKOTA — Adults abundant in fields of 
corn in southeast; counts ranged 1-12 per plant. D. longicornis and D. virgifera 
dominant species. (Hintz). NEBRASKA - D. undecimpunctata howardi adults averaged 
4 per 10 sweeps in eastern area alfalfa. Many gravid D. virgifera adults still 
present in some fields of corn in eastern area, with adults tending to flock to, 
and feed on, sap exuding from cut corn plants during European corn borer survey. 
D. longicornis adults still prevalent in some fields of corn in northeast area. 
(Bergman, Roselle). WYOMING - Adults of D. virgifera averaged 27 per 100 sweeps 


in alfalfa adjacent to fields.of corn in Goshen County. (Fullerton). 


DESERT CORN FLEA BEETLE (Chaetocnema ectypa) - ARIZONA - Causing considerable 
injury to late-planted sorghum in Maricopa County. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


RUSTY PLUM APHID (Hysteroneura setariae) - ARIZONA - Showing up on some grain 
Sergehbum in Salt River Valley. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) - ARKANSAS —- Small numbers observed on late 
corn in Desha County, southeast. (Ark. Ins. Sur.). 


GRASSHOPPERS - COLORADO - Adult survey completed. Approximate acreages infested 
as follows: Conservation Reserve Land, 150,000; rangeland, 190,000; and cropland, 
200,000. Infestations scattered and spotty. Areas with very high populations 

in following counties: Kiowa (east), Huerfano (south), and Archuleta, Dolores and 
San Miguel (southwest). (Watson, Hantsbarger). 


SUNFLOWER MOTH (Homoeosoma electellum) - CALIFORNIA - Medium infestation in sun- 
flower planting in Santa Margarita, San Luis Obispo County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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FRUIT INSECTS 


CODLING MOTH (Carpocapsa pomonella) - NEVADA - Heavy on untreated apples and 
pears and light to medium in peaches in Reno-Sparks area, Washoe County. 
(Bechtel). TEXAS - Moderate to heavy locally on nearly mature pears in late 
August in Robertson County; approximately 50 percent of fruit with one or more 
larvae. (Hancock, Garner, Newton). KANSAS - Adults readily found in untreated 
apple orchards in Doniphan County. (Eshbaugh, Sept. 8). 


LESSER APPLEWORM (Grapholitha prunivora) - OHIO - Injured a few fruits in area 
south of Wooster, Wayne County; unusual for this species to appear in State. 
(Cutright). 

UNSPOTTED TENTIFORM LEAF MINER(Callisto geminatella) - KANSAS -— Adults present 
in large numbers in untreated and poorly treated apple orchards in Doniphan 
County. (Eshbaugh, Sept. 8). 


EYE-SPOTTED BUD MOTH (Spilonota ocellana) - OHIO - Caused many "sting-type" 
injury to apples at Mahoning County Substation near Canfield; damage light to 
moderate in one orchard. (Holdsworth, Lyon). : 


APPLE MAGGOT (Rhagoletis pomonella) - MARYLAND - Heavy in apples in home garden 
at District Heights, Prince Georges County. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - UTAH - Caused moderate injury to cherry and plum 
foliage in orchard at Logan, Cache County. (Knowlton). NEVADA - Heavy, with 
partial defoliation of cherry and pear, in southern Washoe and Douglas Counties. 
(Bechtel, Lauderdale). 


EUROPEN RED MITE (Panonychus ulmi) - OHIO - Populations fluctuated according to 

apple variety at University Farm, Ohio State University, Franklin County. Light 

on Staymen winesap leaves (20-25 per leaf), and moderate (80-95 per leaf) on red 
delicious. Heaviest infestations (350-475 per leaf) occurred on Turley winesap. 
Low numbers of eggs found on all apple varieties. (Forsythe, Lyon). 


TWO-SPOTTED SPIDER MITE (Tetranychus telarius) - OHIO - Heaviest on golden 
delicious apple (250-275 per leaf); ranged 10-15 per leaf on Staymen winesap. 
Turley winesap apple, Stanley plum and red delicious apple varieties with very 
low populations. (Forsythe, Lyon). 


A DRYWOOD TERMITE (Kalotermes minor) - CALIFORNIA — Heavy in apricot trees in 
yard in Woodside, San Mateo County. Incidences of termites in fruit and shade 
trees increased in past few years. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


APHIDS — NEW MEXICO - Monellia costalis and Myzocallis caryaefoliae extremely 
heavy on pecan trees throughout Mesilla Valley; treatment sometimes necessary. 
(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


WALNUT CATERPILLAR (Datana integerrima) - TEXAS - Caused some defoliation of 
pecan trees in Denton area, Denton County,-. but little damage expected this late 
in season. (Turney). 


PECAN WEEVIL (Curculio caryae) - TEXAS - Appearing in Denton area, Denton 
County; little damage evident. (Turney). 


MITES - TEXAS - Undetermined species moderate on pecans,causing some defoliation 
in Bosque County. (Key). 


Citrus Insect Situation in Florida - Mid-September - CITRUS RUST MITE (Phyllocop- 


truta oleivora) infested 53 percent of foliage in groves (norm 56 percent); 30 
percent economic (norm 37 percent). Infested 68 percent of fruit (norm 66 per- 
cent); 53 percent economic (norm 44 percent). Population above average on fruit 
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and below average on leaves. Recent divergent trends for leaves and fruit 
unusual. Gradual decrease on fruit expected during next month, but an increase 
predicted in late October. Highest districts west coast, Bartow, upper east coast, 
ridge and Orlando. TEXAS CITRUS MITE (Eutetranychus banksi) infested 20 percent 
of groves (norm 15 percent); 4 percent economic (norm 3 percent). CITRUS RED MITE 
(Panonychus citri) infested 29 percent of groves (norm 40 percent); 10 percent 
economic (norm 20 percent). E. banksi and P. citri will remain near current low 
levels except in scattered groves, mostly in Orlando district. PURPLE SCALE 
(Lepidosaphes beckii) infested 54 percent of groves (norm 49 percent); 1 percent 
economic (norm 3 percent). FLORIDA RED SCALE (Chrysomphalus aonidum) infested 

36 percent of groves (norm 54 percent); none economic (norm 9 percent). Only 
light infestations of either scale species expected in any district. BLACK SCALE 
(Saissetia oleae) infested 61 percent of groves (norm 32 percent); 39 percent 
economic (norm 11 percent). Decreasing, but will remain far above normal level 
for September and October. Highest districts upper east coast, ridge, and Indian 
River. WHITEFLIES much more numerous than usual; heavy, fall brood will keep 
population at high level through October. (Simanton, Thompson, Johnson (Citrus 
Expt. Sta., Lake Alfred)). 


A RUST MITE (Aculus pelekassi) - FLORIDA - Collected for the first time in Citrus

Burditt, Jr. Collected on C. sinensis at Sorrento, Lake County. Determined by 
A. K. Burditt, Jr. (Chadwick, Sept. 13). 


MEXICAN FRUIT FLY (Anastrepha ludens) - CALIFORNIA - Eighth ground application 
started; plans for fourth aerial treatment of canyons underway. No adults taken 
in State this year. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.).. 


WESTERN GRAPE LEAF SKELETONIZER (Harrisina brillians) - ARIZONA - Continues 
serious injury in central area to small planting of grapes. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
CALIFORNIA - Surveys continue in Kerman area, Fresno County; results negative. 

To date, over 63,000 yard hosts and 6,000 acres of grapes checked; fourth consecu= 
tive treatment underway in Fresno County. All infested and buffer blocks at 
Livermore, Alameda County, treated including recently found eastward extension 

of infestation. Approximately 20,000 yard hosts and 3,000 acres checked in 
Alameda County, with negative results. Negative collections also made in Tulare 
and Madera Counties. One adult collected in Ramona area, San Diego County. 
(aleaiCoopeRpite ie 


GRAPE BERRY MOTH (Paralobesia viteana) - OHIO - Caused light damage to fruits in 
Medina County; several grape clusters found wrinkled and “wormy" although recom- 
mended treatment used throughout year. (Lyon). 


A LEAFHOPPER (Erythroneura sp.) - CALIFORNIA. - Adults heavy on grapevines in 
Winterhaven, Imperial County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - OHIO - Adults light to moderate in south- 
eastern counties. Damage readily noted in several northeastern counties earlier; 
caused severe damage to grape leaves in Carroll County, with up to 70-90 percent 
completely skeletonized. Counts in Noble and Washington Counties ranged 2-3 
adults per 50 sweeps. (Lyon). 


TRUCK CROP INSECTS 


A GRASSHOPPER (Schistocerca sp.) - NEVADA - Moderately abundant in home’ gardens 
in Reno, Washoe County; mating activity heavy. (Lauderdale). 


POTATO APHID (Macrosiphum euphorbiae) - OHIO - Nymphs and adults heavy on toma- 
toes at University Farm, Ohio State University, Franklin County. Ranged 75-100 
per leaf on staked and unstaked tomatoes. (Lyon).

POTATO PSYLLID (Paratrioza cockerelli) - UTAH - Field of potatoes at Newcastle, 
Iron County, not worth harvesting due to attack and yellows. (Knowlton, Stoker). 


LEAFHOPPERS — OREGON - Controls necessary for unidentified species in Harper area, 
Malheur County, in potato plantings. Continued numerous in fields not treated by 
September 13. (Goeden). 


POTATO TUBERWORM (Gnorimoschema operculella) - VIRGINIA - Severe on potato foliage 
in several fields on Eastern Shore. (Hofmaster). 


TOMATO PINWORM (Keiferia lycopersicella) - CALIFORNIA - All stages heavy on 
tomato plantings in Sunnyside, San Diego County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - NORTH CAROLINA — Caused 
severe damage to beans and peas in Henderson County. (Chalfant, Aug. 7). Almost 
completely destroyed 6-acre field of southern peas in Duplin County. (Fedoranko) . 


BEET LEAFHOPPER (Circulifer tenellus) - CALIFORNIA - Surveys in Kern County 
reveal hatching in considerable numbers; ratio of dark, overwintering forms 
justify an early October inauguration of control. Concentration of survey is 
on Russianthistle acreage subject to fall treatments. Curly top noted in 2 
beet fields in Coachella Valley, Riverside County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


CABBAGE APHID (Brevicoryne brassicae) - UTAH - Repeated controls needed on 
commercial plantings in Salt Lake County. (Knowlton). 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - VIRGINIA - Caused rather heavy damage in upper 
Accomack County. Heavy buildup occurred, as usual, on cole crops on Eastern 
Shore. Numbers later reduced by a nuclear polyhedrosis virus. All insecticides 
generally ineffective. (Hofmaster). 


ZEBRA CATERPILLAR (Ceramica picta) - OHIO - Larvae feeding on kale in Henry 
County; overall damage light, only a few leaves skeletonized per plant. 
(Triplehorn, Lyon). 


ONION THRIPS (Thrips tabaci) - UTAH - Heavy on cabbage at Taylorsville, Salt 
Lake County; caused smutty discoloration of older leaves. Det. by S. F. Bailey. 
(Knowlton). 


BULB MITE (Rhizoglyphus echinopus) - CALIFORNIA - All stages heavy on asparagus 
roots in planting in Gonzales, Monterey County. Associated with infestation are 
a predaceous laelaptid mite and a scavenger anoetid mite (Histiostoma feroniarum). 
(Gal. sCoopaakRpt.):. 


ONION MAGGOT (Hylemya antiqua) - OREGON - Damage below average in Malheur County 
this season on basis of shipping-point inspections. (Goeden). 


WIREWORMS - OHIO —- Extensively damaged sweetpotato roots in Washington County; 
several bushels of sweetpotatoes with holes. No controls used in soil. 
(Holdsworth, Lyon). 


GREENHOUSE WHITEFLY (Trialeurodes vaporariorum) - OHIO - Moderate to heavy on 
Squash grown outside in nursery in Cuyahoga County; adults ranged 5-7 per leaf. 
Population heavy all summer in and out of greenhouses. Light numbers found one 
week after treatment of greenhouse. Moderate on Squash and light on potatoes 
at University Farm, Ohio State University, Franklin County. Light on peppers 
at Marietta, Washington County. (Lyon). 


FLEA BEETLES - OHIO - Phyllotreta striolata and Epitrix cucumeris caused 
moderate to heavy damage to lettuce at University Farm, Ohio State University, 
Franklin County. Former species caused sieve-like appearance to most of the 
plants. (Lyon). 
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ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - VIRGINIA - Noted feeding on 
strawberry fruit at Staunton, Augusta County. (Tarpley, Morse). 


TOBACCO INSECTS 


TOBACCO MOTH (Ephestia elutella) - VIRGINIA - Larvae medium in tobacco sticks 
and scraps left in pack barn over winter in Chatham area, Pittsylvania County. 
Ruined some tobacco leaves. ‘(Reynolds, Sept. 14). 


COTTON INSECTS 


COTTON APHID (Aphis gossypii) - NEW MEXICO - Heavy infestations becoming a 
serious problem in Dona Ana County cotton. Many growers treating. (N. M. Coop. 
Rpitepe 


LYGUS BUGS (Lygus spp.) - ARIZONA - Continue to injure late-planted cotton. 
(Ariz. Coop. Sur®)- 


BOLLWORMS (Heliothis spp., et al.) - ARIZONA - Injuring cotton in many late- 
planted fields where potential top crop exists. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). NEW MEXICO - 
Damage still evident in Dona Ana and Eddy County cotton. Larvae now apparently 
confining feeding activities to first boll they attack rather than damaging 
several bolls as is usually the case. Egg laying appears to have ceased. 

(N. M. Coop. Rpt.). OKLAHOMA - Medium to heavy infestations (12-18 percent) 
continue in scattered areas of Marshall and Carter Counties, south central area, 
Lighter counts of 2-3 percent noted in Harmon County, southwest. (Okla. Coop. 
Sur.) 


CABBAGE LOOPER (Trichoplusia ni) - NEW MEXICO - Generally light to moderate 
populations damaging cotton foliage in southern counties. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). 


COTTON LEAFWORM (Alabama argillacea) - OKLAHOMA - Moderate infestation observed 


in cottonfield checked in Wynnewood area of Garvin County, south central section. 
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SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Continues to increase. Many 
subdivisions near cotton fields being invaded by larvae. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 


BOLL WEEVIL (Anthonomus grandis) - OKLAHOMA - Heavy populations continue on 
cotton showing "top growth" after recent rains in Marshall, Murray and Carter 
Counties. Activity also.continues in other areas. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


SPIDER MITES - ARIZON#Y - Causing concern in many cotton fields in several parts 
of State. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
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FOREST, ORNAMENTAL AND SHADE TREE INSECTS 

SOUTHERN PINE BEETLE (Dendroctonus frontalis) - VIRGINIA - This serious pest has 
now moved inland and is currently reported in King William, Charlotte, Accomack, 
Westmoreland and Louisa Counties. Although damage not now severe, increase in 
population could cause great damage. (Northeast. For Pest Rpt., Aug.). NORTH 
CAROLINA - Built up throughout summer, primarily in Davidson, Davie, Mecklenburg 
and Union Counties. Activity drastically reduced in Dare and Tyrrell Counties, 
compared with past few years. Outbreak in Piedmont area has spread somewhat and 
few scattered reports being received from Guilford, Randolph, Stokes, Forsyth, 
Cabarrus and Stanly Counties, in addition to counties mentioned above. (For. Pest 
Newsltr., Sept. 10). SOUTH CAROLINA - This species and Ips spp. in outbreak 
proportions and causing considerable concern to landowners in Oconee County. 
Outbreak of D. frontalis in Union County constitutes serious threat to forest 
plantations. (Nettles et al., Sept. 10). 


WHITE-PINE WEEVIL (Pissodes strobi) - Weevil damage appears heavier than normal 
over the entire NEW ENGLAND area. Reports indicate general increase in intensity 
in NEW YORK, with heavy feeding on Norway spruce noted in Sullivan County; very 
heavy feeding on white pine present in Lowville area, Lewis County, and new 
infestations found where weevil had not occurred previously. Weeviling of white 
pine high and increasing in PENNSYLVANIA, particularly in western counties, 
excepting extreme southern and western tier of counties where damage is not 
serious; Christmastree plantations of Norway spruce and Scotch pine being heavily 
damaged. Damage increasing in open-grown white pine in MARYLAND, with light 
weeviling on white pine as understory. Reports indicate light to very light 
damage in VIRGINIA and WEST VIRGINIA, except for small stands, especially planta- 
tions where damage is heavy. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


EUROPEAN PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia buoliana) - WEST VIRGINIA - Reported heavy 
on red pine in New Martinsburgh area, Wetzel County. PENNSYLVANIA - Light damage 
to red pine reported in Bradford County. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 
Young larvae infesting 100 percent of terminals in one-quarter acre of a red pine 
planting in Berks County; less severe on remainder of planting. (Pa. For. Pest 
Rpt., Sept.). 


NANTUCKET PINE SHOOT MOTH (Rhyacionia frustrana) - VIRGINIA - Continues at high 
level with loblolly, as well as other pines, being attacked. WEST VIRGINIA - 
Damage heavy as usual on red pine in New Martinsville area, Wetzel County. 
(Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


SPRUCE BUDWORM (Choristoneura fumiferana) - MAINE - Egg mass surveys indicate 
heavy defoliation of spruce and balsam fir in large area from Chapman-Squapan 

Lake section northwest to Portage Lake and northeast to Perham in Aroostook County. 
Heavy feeding in Chapman-Squapan Lake section causing some tree mortality. Aerial 
spraying recommended in some of infested area during 1963. (Northeast. For. Pest 
Rpt. , Aug.) 


ZIMMERMAN PINE MOTH (Dioryctria zimmermani) - Identified as species responsible 
for feeding and boring on red pine branches on Scituate Watershed in RHODE ISLAND. 
Same type of feeding on red pine also noted elsewhere in NEW ENGLAND. Branches 
and shoots in plantation of Sctoch, red and Austrian pines in Perry County, 
PENNSYLVANIA, also attacked by this pest. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


A PINE LOOPER (Lambdina athasaria pelluscidaria) - MASSACHUSETTS - Large areas of 
pitch pine defoliation expected on Cape Cod late this summer when larvae full 
grown. Surveys this summer show infestation has now spread over entire Cape Cod 
area. Although only small percentage of trees die from defoliation, appearance 
of so many browned trees quite alarming. After aerial surveys, definite plans 
can be laid for 1963 control operations. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


A WOOLLY PINE SCALE (Pseudophilippia quaintancii) - PENNSYLVANIA - Infesting 
pitch pine in Adams County. (Pa. For. Pest Rpt., Sept.). 
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GALL MIDGES - OREGON - Unspecified species emerging by the thousands from drying 
Douglas-fir cones September 20 in a nursery at Portland, Multnomah County. 
(Nicolaison). 


CONIFER SAWFLIES (Neodiprion spp.) - Defoliation of Scotch, shortleaf and loblolly 
pines by N. lecontei reported in PENNSYLVANIA and VIRGINIA, but infestations 

light and widely scattered. Aerial surveys showed damage by N. pratti pratti 
increased during 1962 in about one-half of infested area in MARYLAND, with one 
small area showing 90-100 percent defoliation. Defoliation by this species was 
very light over most of infested portion of VIRGINIA. Sawfly damage to shortleaf 
and Virginia pines in northeastern KENTUCKY not positively determined as N. 

pratti pratti; positive identification must wait until adults emerge. (Northeast. 
For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). N. lecontei numerous on pine in area of New Castle County, 
DELAWARE. (Burbutis). In FLORIDA, N. lecontei moderate on longleaf pine (Pinus 
palustris) and N. excitans light on spruce pine (Pinus glabra) at Gainesville, 
Alachua County, September 16. Det. by L. A. Hetrick. (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


YELLOW-HEADED SPRUCE SAWFLY (Pikonema alaskensis) - NEW YORK - Caused 25 percent 
mortality in several St. Lawrence County spruce plantings. (Northeast. For. Pest 
BOE, , ANS) 6 


A WEB-SPINNING SAWFLY (Acantholyda sp.) - OHIO - Established in Coshocton County 
for first time; larvae left nests on white pine host. Observed in Licking County 
3 years ago. (Walker). 


LARCH SAWFLY (Pristiphora erichsonii) - NEW YORK - Defoliation noticeable in 
Lowville area of Lewis County and in Columbia and Rensselaer Counties. Scattered 
feeding on larch also noted in Gabriels-Rainbow Lake area of Franklin and 
Washington Counties. PENNSYLVANIA - Very scattered infestations observed in 
northwestern counties. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


FALL WEBWORM (Hyphantria cunea) - OHIO - Moderate to heavy in northeast counties 
on wild cherry, apple, mulberry, crabapple, black walnut, hickory, sycamore and 
willow. Populations extremely heavy in southern Columbiana County and northern 
Jefferson County; 50-60 webs per wild cherry tree, with 85-100 percent defoliation 
of wild cherry and black walnut. Few or none found in northwest part of State. 
(Lyon). PENNSYLVANIA - Occurring widely over State; large nests found on many 
species of hardwoods. (Pa. For. Pest Rpt., Sept.). 


GYPSY MOTH (Porthetria dispar) - NEW HAMPSHIRE - Defoliation totalled 3,390 acres 
in 1962, of which 820 acres were 75-100 percent defoliated. MASSACHUSETTS - Aerial 
surveys indicate 150,000-200,000 acres of noticeable defoliation, primarily in 
western area. Control in 1963 may be required. NEW YORK - Generally, infestations 
increased greatly in areas previously reported and preliminary egg mass data 
indicate heavy defoliation in 1963, particularly. in Lake George area of Warren 
County. Testspraying with a bacterial insecticide (Bacillus thuringiensis) was 
used and has shown great promise for control of gypsy moth in Schuylerville area, 
Saratoga County. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


ORANGE-STRIPED OAKWORM (Anisota senatoria) - RHODE ISLAND - Infestation in 
Kingston area, Washington County, appears to be declining; common to find no 
larvae associated with defoliation. Many larvae bear numerous tachinid-type 

eggs; 3-5 eggs per larva common; one larva found with 11 eggs. If situation is 
representative, no problem exists. None found in roadside survey in northeastern 
Providence County. (Mathewson). PENNSYLVANIA - Causing light defoliation of oaks 
in Franklin, Cumberland and Adams Counties. Most larvae two-thirds grown, 
September 13. (Pa. For. Pest Rpt., Sept.). VIRGINIA - Infesting red oak at a 
location in Charlottesville, Albemarle County, September 14. (Tarpley, Smith). 


ELM SPANWORM (Ennomos subsignarius) - Many snow-white moths, believed to be this 
species, observed in Bergen County, NEW JERSEY, and Rockland County, NEW YORK. 
Oaks were primarily defoliated in these areas. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 
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OAK SKELETONIZER (Bucculatrix ainsliella) - OHIO - Light on pin oak in Stark 
County; skeletonizing leaves at 1 or 2 locations throughout a given tree. 
(Neiswander, Lyon). 


PUSS CATERPILLAR (Megalopyge opercularis) - TEXAS - Light to moderate and attacking 
oaks in Montague County, near Oklahoma State Line. (Turney). 


UGLY-NEST CATERPILLAR (Archips cerasivoranus) - PENNSYLVANIA - Has appeared in 
numerous areas of the State. (Pa. For. Pest Rpt., Sept.). 


AMERICAN DAGGER MOTH (Acronicta americana) - NEVADA - Several additional infesta- 
tions found on boxelder (Acer negundo) in Reno and in Sparks, Washoe County. 
(Bechtel, Lauderdale). 


ELM LEAF BEETLE (Galerucella xanthomelaena) - KANSAS - Light on Chinese elms in 


McPherson County; only few larvae and pupae present. (Charlton, Sept. 5). Larvae 
ranged 8-10 per leaf, with many pupae at bases of trees in Saline County; 
American and Chinese elms infested. (Thompson, Sept. 13). These are new county 


records. (Peters). OHIO - Abundant on elm in Delaware County. (Lyon, Sept. 7). 


LOCUST LEAF MINER (Xenochalepus dorsalis) - PENNSYLVANIA - Expected annual damage 
on black locust observed in Butler and Allegheny Counties. VIRGINIA - Damage 

heavy near Luray, Staunton, Roanoke and in northern part of State. WEST VIRGINIA - 
Serious defoliation observed in northwestern part of State as well as in scattered 
locations in central and western sections. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


TWIG PRUNER (Elaphidion villosum) - Reported as numerous in central NEW HAMPSHIRE 
and eastern half of NEW YORK. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


JAPANESE BEETLE (Popillia japonica) - VIRGINIA - Heavy feeding on sassafras, 
sycamore, witch-hazel, chestnut and black locust reported from much of State. 

WEST VIRGINIA - Appeared more abundant than previously noted and remained active 
later in season. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). OHIO - Adult damage quite 
severe in Trumbull County to roses, marigolds, zinnias and chrysanthemums. (Lyon). 


ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - PENNSYLVANIA - Caused extensive 
stripping this summer to chestnut end other oaks, predominantly on ridges in Berks, 
Cumberland and Franklin Counties. (Pa. For. Pest Rpt., Sept.). 


PECAN CURCULIO (Curculio caryae) - OKLAHOMA - Light on pecans in Okfuskee County, 
east central area. Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A LEAF MINING WEEVIL (Prionomerus calceatus) - KENTUCKY - Infestation heavy on 
yellow-poplar over extensive areas in southeastern and central parts of State. 
No indication that pest is spreading nor has damage for 1963 been predicted. 
(Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., Aug.). 


NORWAY-MAPLE APHID (Periphyllus lyropictus) - UTAH - Infestations increasing in 
Salt Lake and Davis Counties; foliage becoming sticky, attracting wasps and flies. 
Apparently responsible for some early leaf drop. (Knowlton). 


COCCIDS - MARYLAND - Aspidiotus perniciosus killing parts of wild cherry trees in 
University Park, Prince Georges County. Toumeyella liriodendri heavy on tulip- 
poplars along State Route 450 at Glenn Dale in same county. (U. Md., Ent. Dept.). 
PENNSYLVANIA —- Lecanium corni collected on Pachistima canbyi at Finleyville, 
Washington County. Det. by G. B. Sleesman. (Simons). T. liriodendri crawlers 
appeared August 20 in southern part of State; occurrence was moderate in stand 

of saplings, killing several lower branches. (Pa. For. Pest. Rpt., Sept.). 

OHIO - Pulvinaria acericola infesting maples at Kenton, Hardin County. 
(Neiswander). CALIFORNIA - Aspidiotus juglansregiae medium on nursery stock 
locust (Robinia sp.), hackberry (Celtis sp.) and Forsythia sp. in El Cajon, 

San Diego County. Parlatoria oleae heavy locally on roses in Madera, Madera 


County: (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 
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A SAWFLY - KENTUCKY - An undetermined species reported seriously defoliating 
timber-size oaks over large area in Boone County. (Northeast. For. Pest Rpt., 
Aug.). 


MIMOSA WEBWORM (Homadaula albizziae) - NEBRASKA - Populations caused moderate to 
heavy damage to honeylocust trees in Lincoln area during August and September. 
This is a new record for Lancaster County. (Bergman). OHIO - Reported for 
first time from Medina County; 10 of 50 honeylocust trees in nursery infested 
with 6-7 webs per tree; damage moderate to heavy. (Walker, Lyon). Infested 80 
percent of honeylocust trees in 6-acre, old pasture field in Morrow County; this 
is a new county record. (Lyon). PENNSYLVANIA - Again caused moderate to complete 
defoliation of honeylocusts in southern part of State. This severe defoliation 
has occurred for several years. (Pa. For. Pest Rpt., Sept.). 


BAGWORM (Thyridopteryx ephemeraeformis) - INDIANA - Thirty six percent of males 
emerged September 20 and 23 percent of females had oviposited. (Schuder). OHIO - 
Cases ranged 7-8 per low growing juniper shrub on University Farm, Franklin County; 
numbers lower on other junipers. (Lyon). NORTH CAROLINA - Heavy on cedars in 
lower half of southeast quadrant of Randolph County. (Mulder). 


ASPARAGUS BEETLE (Crioceris asparagi) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy on fern asparagus in 
Napa, Napa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


A JAPANESE WEEVIL (Pseudocneorhinus bifasciatus) - PENNSYLVANIA - Present on 
Citrus sp. in a nursery at Media, Delaware County. (Balsbaugh). 


Coccids in Florida: Pseudaonidia clavigera collected on Averrhoa carambola 

(Sept. 13) and on Vaccinium sp. (Sept. 14) at St. Petersburg, Pinellas County. 
This species also infested Camellia spp. (Sept. 10, 13, 14) and Ligustrum sp. 
(Sept. 13) at same locality. No live scales found on latter hosts. In Polk 
County, Coccus mangiferae severe on Mangifera indica (Sept. 12), Lepidosaphes 
dentata light on Magnolia grandiflora (Sept. 6) and Pseudaonidia duplex light on 
Camellia sasanqua (Sept. 12) at Winter Haven, and Diaspis visci light on Juniperus 
sp. at Bartow (Sept. 11). (Fla. Coop. Sur.). 


A SPITTLEBUG (Prosapia bicincta) - NORTH CAROLINA - Caused considerable damage to 
new growth of ornamental and native hollies in Piedmont area, September 7. 
(J. F. Greene). i 


VIRGINIA-CREEPER LEAFHOPPER (Erythroneura ziczac) - UTAH - Causing many Virginia- 
creeper leaves to turn brown and fall in various parts of State. Damage is later 
and less extensive than normal. (Knowlton). 


HACKBERRY-NIPPLE-GALL MAKER (Pachypsylla celtidismamma) - NEBRASKA - Adult 
activity reported in Lincoln area, Lancaster County. (Roselle). 


AZALEA WHITEFLY (Pealius azaleae) - NORTH CAROLINA - Heavy on indica variety 
of azalea in Lee County on September 7. (J. F. Greene). According to ARS 
records, this is first report of pest in the State. 


PEAR-SLUG (Caliroa cerasi) - NEVADA - Heavy on hawthorn (Crataegus sp.) in 
Reno-Sparks area, Washoe County, and in Douglas County. (Bechtel, Lauderdale, 
Martinelli). 


INSECTS AFFECTING MAN AND ANIMALS 


MOSQUITOES - IOWA - Large populations emerging from flood pools caused by recent 
rains in weStern and northern areas. Inquires received from several communities 
concerning late season control. (Iowa Ins. Inf., Sept. 17). NEBRASKA - Adult 
activity increased in September in Lincoln area, Lancaster County. (Bergman). 
UTAH - Moderately troublesome in Logan-Lewiston area meadows and about other 
communities in Cache County. (Knowlton). 
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STATUS OF THE SCREW-WORM (Cochliomyia hominivorax) IN THE SOUTHWEST 


During the period September 7-13, a total of 56,016,650 sterile flies was released 
over an area of 63,000 square miles in Texas, with 7,000 square miles covered in 
average overwintering area of New Mexico. Release rate was 800 sterile flies per 
square mile over the general area, with additional flies being released in areas 
favorable to screw-worm populations. A total of 940 screw-worm cases was reported 
during the period. No new counties were reported infested. Surveys conducted 
during last few years indicate an autumn increase in population can be expected 
during this period, followed by sharp decline in population as cold weather 
approaches. (Anim. Dis. Erad. Div.). ' 
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FACE FLY (Musca autumnalis) - WYOMING - Adults remain active and annoying to 
livestock in Goshen County. (Fullerton). MISSOURI - Ranged 0-300 per animal in 
north central area; herd counts averaged from less than 1 to 18 per animal. 
(Wingo). OHIO - Light on, 50 head of Holstein cattle in Geauga County; 2-3 per 
animal. - (Treece, Lyon). 


HOUSE FLY (Musca domestica) - OKLAHOMA - Populations increased from last week in 
Stillwater area, Payne County, and in Blaine County area. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
NEBRASKA - Adults congregating around homes due to cooler weather. (Bergman). 


HORN FLY (Haematobia irritans) - OKLAHOMA - General buildup throughout State noted, 
with heaviest population of season reported from Grady County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 
TEXAS - Ranged 500-700 per mature animal in Brazos County area. (Newton). 


STABLE FLY (Stomoxys calcitrans) - OKLAHOMA - Populations increased somewhat in 
Stillwater area, Payne County. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). 


A HORSE FLY (Hybomitra rhombica osburni) - UTAH - Annoying to fishermen and 
campers in Cedar Canyon, Iron County, during August. Det. by.C.. .Bs (Paakip: 
(Knowlton) . 
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FLIES - RHODE ISLAND - Numerous complaints regarding abundance; one complaint 
involved unscreened instititional dinning hall in Washington County. (Mathewson). 


PUSS CATERPILLAR (Megalopyge opercularis) - VIRGINIA - "Stung" man in Stony Creek, 
Sussex County. Girl in King and Queen County required medical treatment. Pest 
caused concern in Freeman, Brunswick County. (Tarpley, Rowell, Parson, Ferguson, 
Basham). NORTH CAROLINA - Contact with this pest caused irritation to serval 
people in Wake County. (Wray). SOUTH CAROLINA - Of concern in Abbeville County. 
(Nettles et al.). 


FLEAS (Ctenopcephalides spp.) - NEBRASKA - Moderate to heavy on cats in Lincoln 
area, Lancaster County, and in Grand Island area, Hall County. (Bergman). 
OKLAHOMA - Causing concern in homes in local areas of Cherokee County, east 
central. (Okla. Coop. Sur.). NORTH CAROLINA - Heavy in home in Wake County. 
(Wray). MARYLAND - Biting children in home at Kensington, Montgomery County. 
CUES Mdan aint Dept 


GIANT HORNET (Vespa crabro germana) - NORTH CAROLINA - Causing concern near 
Tarboro, Edgecombe County (Whitfield); also bothering people at lights at night 
in Wake County (Wray). 


SCOLIID WASPS (Scolia spp.) - NORTH CAROLINA - S. bicincta stung people on lawn 
of sanatorium in Wilson County; also heavy over lawns in Wayne County. (Wray). 
VIRGINIA - S. dubia abundant and annoying at a location in Salem, Roanoke County, 
September 16. (Tarpley). 


WASPS AND HORNETS - RHODE ISLAND - Complaints concerning unspecified species 
remain numerous from all parts of State. (Cartier, Mathewson, King). OHIO - 
Adults of Polistes spp. causing concern to homeowners in north central area. 
(Lyon). NEVADA - Yellow jackets, predominantly Vespula pensylvanica, extremely 
abundant and annoying to campers and picnickers in mountainous areas in northern 
part of State. (Coops Rpt. er 


TICKS - CALIFORNIA - Immature specimen of Ixodes sp., probably pacificus, taken 
from head of human in Marin County. Earlier indications of tick occurrence show 
possibility of very heavy populations this fall. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). MISSOURI - 
Amblyomma americanum collected beneath starling roosts in central area; averaged 
5 nymphs and 1 larva per drag. (Wingo). RHODE ISLAND - Dermacentor variabilis 
taken from neck of child in Warren, Bristol County; very late in season for this 
species. (Cartier). 


BLACK WIDOW SPIDER (Latrodectus mactans) - UTAH - Observed about home in North 
Ogden, Weber County. (Knowlton). 


HOUSEHOLD AND STRUCTURAL INSECTS 


SAW-TOOTHED GRAIN BEETLE (Oryzaephilus surinamensis) - RHODE ISLAND - Collected 
in Warren and Bristol, Bristol County. (Cartier, Mathewson). UTAH - Infested 
flour in home at Magna, Salt Lake County. (Knowlton). 


A DERMESTID BEETLE (Trogoderma parabile) - NEVADA - Heavy in cereal, flour and 
other products in home pantry, Law Vegas, Clark County. (Dewey Pest Cont.). 


ASIATIC OAK WEEVIL (Cyrtepistomus castaneus) - VIRGINIA - Adults invaded homes 
and became a nuisance in Pulaski, Pulaski County; Abingdon, Washington County; 
Clarksville, Mecklenburg County. (Tarpley, Derting, Sinclair; Sept. 14-18). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - ARIZONA - Continues to increase; many 
subdivisions near cotton fields invaded by larvae. (Ariz. Coop. Sur.). 
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CASEMAKING CLOTHES MOTH (Tinea pellionella) - NORTH CAROLINA - Heavy in home in 
Wayne County. (Wray). 


A GRASS BUG (Arhyssus scutatus) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy throughout residence in 
Walnut Creek, Contra Costa County. (Cal. Coop. Rpt.). 


NOTHERN MOLE CRICKET (Gryllotalpa hexadactyla) - PENNSYLVANIA - Entering homes in 
Krumsville, Berks County. Sleesman, Balsbaugh) . 


BROWN-BANDED COCKROACH (Supella supellectilium) - VIRGINIA - Infested home in 
Crewe, Nottoway County. (Tarpley). 


PHARAOH ANT (Monomorium pharaonis) - NORTH CAROLINA - Heavy in houses and other 
buildings in Catawba and Wake Counties. (Wray). 


MILLIPEDS - KANSAS - Unidentified species migrated into home in Atcheson County. 
(Gates, Sept. 14). 


OLD HOUSE BORER (Hylotrupes bajulus) - VIRGINIA - Larvae damaged joists and 
flooring in Madison Heights, Amherst County. (Rowell, Sept. 3). 


A FALSE POWDER-POST BEETLE (Polycaon stouti) - CALIFORNIA - Heavy in hardwood 
flooring in 2 residences in Santa Paula, Ventura County. (Galea CoopeyRpite 


A HORNTAIL (Sirex varipes) - NORTH CAROLINA - Emerged in numbers from west coast 
fir panelling of newly built home in Wake County. Det. by B. D. Burks. (Wray). 


TERMITES - CALIFORNIA - Incidences of termites in fruit and shade trees increased 
in past few years and now considered a source of structural infestations. (Cal. 
Coop. Rpt.). COLORADO - Reticulitermes sp. found in lumber at side of house in 
Pueblo, Pueblo County. (Colo. Ins. Sur.). 


STORED-PRODUCT INSECTS 

RICE WEEVIL (Sitophilus oryzae) - OREGON - Heavily infested boxcar load of shelled 
corn at Harrisburg, Linn County, September 18. (Larson). 

BENEFICIAL INSECTS 

LADY BEETLES - NEW MEXICO - Undetermined species in alfalfa, per 25 sweeps, ranged 
4-8 in Curry County and 12-20 in Roosevelt County. (N. M. Coop. Rpt.). WYOMING - 
Adults averaged 51 per 100 sweeps in Goshen County alfalfa. (Fullerton). 


GREEN LACEWINGS - NEW MEXICO - Undetermined species ranged 12-16 per 25 sweeps in 
Roosevelt County alfalfa.

DAMSEL BUGS (Nabis spp.) - ARKANSAS - Continue active in soybeans. (Ark. Ins. 
Sur.).

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STATUS OF SOME IMPORTANT INSECTS IN THE UNITED STATES 


RICE STINK BUG (Oebalus pugnax pugnax (Fabricius) ) 


Economic Importance: Present in every rice-producing state except California, 
the rice stink bug annually causes a reduction in yield and lowers the quality 

of some of the rice grown in Arkansas, Louisiana and Texas. Both nymphs and adults 
injure rice. When the rice is in the milk stage, the insect may suck out the 
entire contents, leaving an empty seedcoat. Grains of rice in the dough stage 
that have only part of the contents removed are known in the trade as pecky 

rice. Other insects and disease organisms contribute to this condition. Rice 
grains may be discolored due to the presence of molds following bug injury. 

Such kernels are often broken in milling, which lowers the value to both the 
grower and miller. 


Distribution: Recorded in the British West Indies, Cuba, Dominican Republic, 
Mexico, Puerto Rico, Virgin Islands and the United States (see map). 


Hosts: The most important economic host is rice, but injury to other grains 
such as oat, wheat and sorghum has been reported. Rice stink bug has been 
reported on native grasses and many unrelated plants around rice fields.

Life History and Habits: In the rice-growing areas, this subspecies overwinters 
as a mature bug. Hibernating quarters are as varied as opportunities exist; bugs 
may be found among any trash or organic matter on the ground. The bugs leave 
their winter quarters in late April or early May, depending on weather conditions, 
and begin feeding on a large variety of native grasses, preferably those producing 
seed at the time. When rice begins to head, large numbers of the pest attack the 
rice and insert their feeding stylets through the hulls, sucking the inner parts

of the kernels. There may be as many as 4 or 5 generations annually. Eggs are 
laid in clusters of 10-47 arranged in 2 adjacent, alternating rows. These are 
usually deposited on the upper surfaces of the blades, but may be found on any 
aerial part of the plant. Nymphs pass through 5 molts. 


Description: ADULT - Straw colored. This species may be distinguished from 
other pentatomids found in rice fields by its elongated shape and sharp thoracic 
spines which project forward. Length 9 - 11.5 mm.; width, slightly less than 
half its length. EGG - Cylindrical and short; about 0.63 mm. in diameter. 

NYMPH - Newly hatched nymphs active, rather round and average 1.5 mm. long and 

1 mm. wide. Head, thorax, legs and antennae black; abdomen red, marked with 2 
elongate transverse black spots. The color of these markings fades into light 
tan during the successive molts. (Prepared in Survey and Detection Operations
